railway service. Any Increase in the 
express charges must be felt by either 
the consumer or producer or both. If 
the producer's price is cut he can 
cease production, in which case the 
price goes up automatically. If the 
supply is to be kept up the consumer 
must pay the increase, or do without 
cream, 

The express companies of Canada 
are asking for permission to make 
sharp advances in rates, and an appii- 
cation is now before the board of rail- 
way commissioners, asking for the 
of new tariff on a higher

basis, 

In the opinion of the Edmonton 
board of trade the proposals of the 
express companies are not worked out 
on an equitable basis. Instead 
advancing all rates by a percentage 
sufficient to produce the required 
amount of revenue. It is proposed to 
increase the general rates by a small 
percentage relatively and to make an 


enormous increase in the rates on 
cream, and certain of the commodi- 
ties. Not only are the rates in cream 


proposed to be increased but the rates 
on the return of the empty cans will 
also be increased from two to three 
and a half times the present charge. 
Under the proposed new rate it will 
cost more to ship @ can of cream to

Not So Sweeping 


Ald. Kinney did not think that the 
demand was intended to be so sweep- 
ing as that. “They are not asking for 


| anything more than that they be re- 


turned to the positions that they for- 
merly occupied before they went over- 
seas,’ he said. “I am speaking for 
the majority. 
V.A. as an organization wants any one 
of them to be put tn any better post- 
tlon than he had when he left. They 
want him to keep the seniority In the 
service which he had when he went 
to the front.” 

At this point the mayor ruled the 
matter out of order but, before pro- 
ceeding to other business, the council 
agreed to hear Secretary Dugdale of 
the G.W.V.A., who emphatically le- 
clared that the resolution meant just 
what it said.

}onto last week, He reports that ft was

One thing specially noted by the 
Western representatives was that the

| Western wool interest merging very 
|strongly in the business of the Associ 
,ation. About 70 per cent, of the wool

| Western wool, and nearly 60 per cent.

The organization was changed to 
include on the executive of five two 
Western representatives.

and a resolution that “The question of 
| deciding positions to be occupied by 
}the street railway men to come into 
effect as if there had been no strike 
and no war.” This resolution 
opposed by Ald McLennan and Bush 
although not from the same _ view- 
|point. Ald. Kinney claimed the right 
to vote twice as chairman, but was 
content to allow the resolution go be- 
fore the council. Ald, Bush strenu- 
ously objected and declared the mat- 
ter should go to the whole 
without recommendation, 

Favors Returned Men's Sentority. 

Ald. Bush was in favor of placing 
all returned soldiers formerly em- 
|ployed on the street railway at 
head of the seniority list It was 
}claimed in this connection that pre- 
sent employees had lost standing by 
the recent strike. In all about 21 men 
will be effected as returned soldiers, 
}of which two would have day runs 
under the old seniority standing, 13 
would have nirht runs and six vet- 
erans would be spares.

If the world were inhabited by 
people who would rather suffer in- 
justice than resist it by violence 
the prevention of war would like- 
wise by easy because unnecessary. 
As it happens the world is not 
inhabited by neople of one class or 
the other. There are, unfortun- | 
ately, in this and other countries 
a proportion of people who long 
for peace at any price; but to the 
overwhelming mass of humanity 
peace is not peace and never can 
or will be peace so long as they 


/are held in subjection and denied 


the right to protect and promote 
what they feel to be their legitim- 
ate rights and interests by force 
when other means fail. 1 

With half Europe seething with 
Bolshevism it is hardly necessary 
to argue that mankind is not vet | 
prepared to submit to authority, 
national or international, under

Rt. Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier is 
dead. A career that has shed lustre 
on the name of Canada for more 
than half a century is closed at 
the age of 78. No other man has 
ever held—and no other man will 
ever hold—the unique place which 
he filled for so long in the minds 
of the people of Canada and in the 
affairs of the nation. He entered 
public life as a young man. His ex- 
ceptional talent, his time and 
every energy he possessed were 
given unsparingly to the service 
of his country until he fell under 
the stroke of Sunday last. He was 
a Liberal—a Progressive—by na- 
ture and by conviction. His life 
work was the advocacy of Liberal 
principles and the application of 
those principles to the government 
of our country and the beneficial 
regulation of its affairs. It was his 
fate to spend the greater portion 
of his publie life in the party of 
the opposition; but the fifteen 
years during which the full re- 


sponsibilities of government rested | 


on his shoulders was the period of 
Canada’s greatest progress, jus- 
tifying beyond argument both his 
ability as an administrator and 
the principles upon which his pol- 
icy and administration were based.

nism, If that appeal goes without 


| response the peoples to whom it is 


addressed must carry through the 


|eenturies to come the stigma of 


having deserted the ally to whom 
they owe their existence, and of 
having extended clemeney to a 
brutal enemy at the expense of a 
wounded friend, 

The Allied nations can never re- 
pay France what they owe to her. 
But they can at least save them- 
selves from the charge of ingra- 


titude and they can prevent the! 
wily Hun reaping the fruits of his | 


industrial victory by capturing 
the foreign commercial interests 
of France. In answer to this ap- 
peal from Premier Clemenceau 
there should be developed in the 
Allied countries a strength of pub 
lie opinion which will compel the 
Peace Conference to revoke the 
deeision that Germany is not to be 
called upon for indemnities ; 
demand that it shall provide to the 
last dollar for the .eomplete re 
suscitation of French industry: 
and to impose such restrictions as 
will prevent German traders steal- 
ing the world trade from their 
ruined French competitors.
